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SUPT. SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Miss Rosette A. Rowell commenced this school, and was ob- 
liged to leave it at the close of three weeks, on account of sick- 
ness. 

The winter term was under the management of Miss Clara B. 
Barton. Miss Barton ranks well asa teacher. At the closing ex- 
amination all things went to show that teacher and scholars were 
united in securing the self-same object. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 

This school, during the summer and fall terms, was taught by 
one who governs her school well. Perfect order was maintained 
throughout both terms, and the improvement made by the schol- 
ars is worthy of commendation. 

Winter Term. Mr. Davis is a teacher of large experience and 
succeeds in gaining the good will of his scholars, and retaining 
the same; and in all such schools the teacher has no difficulty in 
securing studious habits in his scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 

Summer Term, Miss Cora A. Partridge had charge of the 
school. Miss Partridge conducted her school in a very creditable 
manner for one of her experience. 

The fall and winter terms were under the instruction of Miss 
Alice E. Fuller. Both terms were held in Grange Hall, there 
being no schoolhouse in the district suitable for school purposes. 
Miss Fuller labored hard with her pupils, and succeeded in secur- 
ing good results. 

DISTRICT NO. 4. 

The summer and fall terms were taught by the same teacher. 
The summer term continued only four weeks on account of the 
sickness of the teacher and pupils. The fall term passed off pleas- 
antly; the teacher labored well with the pupils, and a good de- 
gree of improvement was made. 

Winter Term. This was a good school. Miss Cooper governs

her pupils well and labors hard for the interest of her scholars. 
The examination at the close of the term was very interesting. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Only one term during the year. This was taught by Herman 
H. Kibbey, a young man of sterling integrity. Two prominent 
features in Mr. Kibbey’s method of teaching are firmness and dis- 
patch. The scholars seemed interested, and everything conspired 
to make a good school. | 

DISTRICT NO. 6. 


One term exhausted the school fund of the district. At my 
first visit I found six scholars. Mrs. Barton trains her pupils 
thoroughly in the sounds of the letters. At the closing exercises 
I was very much pleased on hearing the scholars spell words read- 
iy by the sounds of the letters only. 


REMARKS. 


Nothing has marred the peace and harmony of the schools du- 
ring the vear. I have not been called to any school on account of 
refractory pupils. On the whole the schools have been about the 
average. A uniformity of text books exists in most of the 
schools. Monson’s Economic Writing Spellers have been intro- 
duced, and Mahew’s book-keeping exchanged for Meservey’s 
book-keeping, single entry. i
